United States will have to stand on 
a equal suffrage plank and possibly 
oil a prohibition plank, so fast have 
these two movements spread iii tile 
last few year.-, was the declaration 
of Mrs, Felix McWhirter, of Indian­ 
apolis, former president of the Indi­ 
ana Federation of Women’s Club-, 
di-cus-itig “ Tile 
Feminist 
Move­ 
ment” at la-t night’- .session of the 
sixth district chih women’s meeting 
at the Graham Annex auditorium. 


Mrs. AL Whirler traced the devel­ 
opment of the women’s 
movement 
for more than a 
century, 
harking 
back to the time when co-cdueation 
was unknown, 
even 
in 
the 
high 
school- of the United State-; 
when 
women were 
not 
allowed 
to 
own 
property and it was 
considered 
a 
disgrace for a woman to work. 


The visiting 
club 
women 
were 
welcomed to Rushville at last night’s 
meeting, and the welcome was 
re- 
-pomled to. 
Th ore was also a de­ 
lightful musical 
program, 
all 
of 
which held the crowd of five hundred 
people until ten o'clock. 


Mrs. Louis C. Lambert, speaking 
on behalf of the federated d u b s of 
the county, welcomed the (dub wo­ 
men here, 
declaring 
that 
actions 
speak louder than words and 
that 
the visitors should observe the no­ 
tion- of their hostesses. 
She -aid 
the Rush county women had planned 
long for the meeting, hut that 
the 
weather man and the carpenters yes­ 
terday afternoon seemed determined 
to -poi! it all. 
However, she con­ 
tinued, there were good 
things 
in 
store. 
Judge AVill M. Sparks 
welcomed 
the guests on 
behalf 
of the 
city. 
“ There may he better places on t In­ 
earth than Rushville,” he -aid, “but 
we have never -cen them. There may 
lie more lovable people on this earth, 
hut we don’t admit it. 
So we wel­ 
come 
you, 
co-extensive 
with our 
ability.” 
Judge Sparks 
said 
some 
nice 
things about the 
women. 
He said 
women were fine observers, and the 
only 
difference 
between them and 
the men was that they always 
went 
straight to 
the point,

pointed 
out that men are no

that the home i- the sphere for the 
woman. 
“ They have come on to the -cene 
of action,” he continued, “to do these 
things becau-e men have failed to do 
them They have elevated society and 
helped communities, 
lf they do not 
think conditions are right for 
their 
children, they have a right to go out 
and better them.”

Judge Sparks in closing, “not only 
for what you are. but for what you 
stand for. 
Hail the day when every 
women shall have a ring on her fin­ 
ger and a vote in her hand.”

With two judges—Judge 
Sparks 
and Special Judge Springer of Con­ 
nersville holding court today a large 
amount of record was made. 
It was 
one of the busiest days iii court here 
for several years 


Two of the eases involving A. P. 
Walker as the plaint ill* and A. B. 
Irvin and the Fanners Trust Com­ 
pany as the defendants were sent to 
Shelby county on changes of venue. 
Still another 
case 
involving 
these 
two part ie- wa- dismissed. The one 
di-mis-ed was the one in which AA'al- 
ker sued A. B. Irvin and the Rush­ 
ville Glove company, for damages de­ 
manding $3,000. A motion of the de­ 
fendant to publish depositions was 
sustained and then the plaintiff filed 
a motion for a change of venue from 
the county. Judge Spinger overruled 
the motion for a change of 
venue 
and then the plaintiff asked to with­ 
draw the pleading-. 
AN lien this was 
overruled the plaintiff AValker moved 
to di-mi-s and the costs were placed 
against him. 


In the case of Walker against tin* 
Farmers Trust company for an ac­

demanding $10,000,

change of venue wa- granted and the

SENATE W ILL CONFIRM ACT 


Wild Rumors That Italian and Aus­ 


trian Forces Clash Keep People

with power to declare war, the Ital­ 
ian cabinet was summoned at an un­ 
usually early hour today, while the 
nation awaited action in a volcano 
of excitement.

clashed on the border and that the 
Italian fleet had -et sail gave addi­ 
tional force to keep the 
people at 
feverish heat of excitement. 
The Royal decree suspending di­ 
plomatic relations between Italy and 
Genially and Austria i- expected at 
any moment. 
Both the Austrian and 
German amba--ador- will 
undoub­

ered in Planning New System 


Of Taxation 
For Indiana 


RESULTS TO BE FAR-REACHING 


Expert Has Not Yet Been Named But 


May be Announced on May 24— 


Causes 
Speculation 


(By United Presa.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 21.—Many 
believed it probable today that the 
commission on taxation appointed by 
Governor Ralston to plan a system 
of taxation for Indiana will treat 
the subject in broadest sense, pos­ 
sibly including a budget system for 
expenditure, and a study of various 
systems, such as the single tax. The 
commission may investigate the tax­ 
ation of insurance companies. 
If the 
commission decides 
upon 
such a sweeping investigation, its re­ 
port would not necessarily call for 
legislation at once on these matters, 
it was said, but would lay down cer­ 
tain principles for the state to {lou­ 
der on. 
The work of this commiss­ 
ion is causing a great deal of spec­ 
ulation, for it is realized that the 
results may he far-reaching. 
The commission was created, 
to 
quote the act, 
to “investigate the 
problem of taxation in indiana and 
consider what changes in tile con­ 
stitution aud laws relating to taxa­ 
tion are needed to make a just and 
equitable system of taxation, 
and 
to make such investigation as may 
be practicable through 
printed re­ 
ports and testimony of experts as to 
taxation reform in other s t a t e s . ” 
Tile study of the budget system, 
ii wa- admitted, is not directly pro­ 
vided for in the act, but it was a r­ 
gued that any system 
of taxation 
however well balanced would be in­ 
adequate without a proper 
system 1 
for expenditure of people’s money. 
The fact that the legislative visit­ 
ing committee mentioned the budget 
vs tem a- a possible relief for the 
present unorganized method of ex­ 
pending tile state’- money was ment­ 
ioned by —ome a- an indication that 
the 1915 legislature itself would look 
vfitli favor on such ail investigation. 
One of the leading members of the 
visiting committee was 
Charles ll. 
Bedwell of Sullivan, speaker of the 
house.

NOTE SAID TO BE WRITTEN 


Confidential Messages From Ambas- 


sador Gerard Considered by 


Cabinet Today. 


(By United PreH.) 


Washington. May 21.—News that 


the kniser will have the final word in 
deciding Germany's reply to the Wil- 
son protest against the submarine 
warfare, reached1 here today in a re- 
port from Berlin. It is stated that 
Germany's note is completed but is 
being held up awaiting the kaiser's 
return to the capitol. 


Confidential reports from Ambas- 


sador Gerard at Berlin of Germany's 
attitude toward the United 
States 


were considered by President Wilson 
ind cabinet today. Gerard said the 
German reply would lie sent 
early 


next week. Members of the cabinet 
refused to say just what Gerard re- 
ported but it was indicated in all of 
liis messages that Germany's appar- 
ent desire was to meet the United 
States more than half way. At the 
same time he explained that German 
officials have pointed out 
that the 


allies arc 
relying on 
the 
United 


States instead of their own factories 
for war munnitions because of the 
superiority of the American product. 
The Germans tell the 
ambassador 


they can hardly be blamed for trying 
:o destroy the Merchant and pas- 
senger vessels which are carrying

had passed. 
The old-time methods 


may have passed, she asserted, but 
hospitality lives on, 


"Customs both old and new are 


employed," she continued. "It makes 
no difference to us whether the wo- 
men of liusliville employ old or new 
melhods, we know that if the meth- 
ods are old, they will vie with the 


new, 
if they are the standard. We 


have come for mutual pleasure and 
profit, but we hope also to leave be- 
hind pleasant dreams in your mem- 
ory." 


In opening her address, Mrs. Me- 


Whirter paid tribute lo the loyally 
of Hie former chairmen of Hie sixth 
district 
federation, 
who 
have 


brought the district to 
the 
front 


rank in Indiana. 


"My subject," she said, "is both 


old and new. In 1800 
the 
women 


couldn't own theirowu property. They 
belonged to their husbands. The 
husband had a right to punish his 
wife as he would his child, the court 
interfering when the punishment was 
too severe. 
It was a disgrace for 


women to earn money. If unmarried, 
it was proper for her lo be supported 
by male kin. 
She was believed in- 


competent. The men sat on one 
side of the church at worship and 
Hie women on the other. 
She 
was 


not permitted to pray and in some 
places not .allowed to sing. She was 
not supposed to hold 
any 
serious 


opinions on anything. 
She 
was 


taught that the clinging woman was 
the only one men admired." 


Mrs. MeWhirter then 
cited 
the 


protest* against such methods which 
had been made by the 
leader* of 


women. The Jirst recognition of wo- 
men in an aducational way was in 
1S20 when Governor Dewitt of New 
York called attention to the academy 
alt Waterloo for females. That was 
the Jirst attempt by the state to edu- 
cate women, she said. Mrs. Mc- 
Whirler said that in 1822 the Boston 
high school was opened to girls. 


Mrs. M i:\Vliirter 
said 
that 
the 


first society organized 
by 
women 


was to oppose slavery. She recalled 
the national meeting of the M. E. 
church not many years ago 
when 


women delegates were refused seats, 
but added that no such thing hap- 
pened 
nowadays. 
She 
said 
that 


education began in a broad sense at 
Oberlin college. It has benc live de- 
cades .since high schools were gen- 
erally open to girls, she said, and 
you and 1 can remember when the 
colleges opened for women in a gen- 
eral way. 


Mrs. McWhirler told of the first 


women's club with a constitution be- 


j organized 
in Indiana. 
Before 


1851, 
she said, a, woman's suffrage 


organization was formed in Indiana. 


"When the 
first 
women's clubs 


began studying for self culture," she 
continued, "they were 
preparing 


themselves for that which had been 
denied them for 
a 
century. They 


were preparing to work collectively. 
1 have found that women have al- 
ways founded organizations 
upon 


ionic great need. 
They have aided 


school boards; 
they have 
benefited 


sanitation.

The women concluded they

Of Taxation For Indiana 


RESULTS TO BE FAR-REACHING 


Expert Has Not Yet Been Named But 


May be Announced on May 24— 


Causes 
Speculation 


CBy United Preil.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 21.—Many 


believed it probable today that the 
commission on taxation appointed by 
Governor Ralston to plan a system 
of taxation for Indiana will treat 
the subject in broadest sense, pos- 
sibly including a budget system for 
expenditure, and a study of various 
systems, such as the single tax. The 
commission may investigate the tax- 
ation of insurance companies. 


If the 
commission decides 
upon 


such a sweeping investigation, its re- 
port would not necessarily call for 
legislation at once on these matters, 
it was said, but would lay down cer- 
tain principles for the state to pon- 
der oil. The work of this commiss- 
ion is causing a great deal of spec- 
ulation, for it is realized that the 
results may be far-reaching. 


The commission was created, 
to 


quote the act, to "investigate the 
problem of taxation in Indiana and 
consider what changes in the con- 
stitution and laws relating to ta'xa- 
tion arc needed to make a just and 
equitable system of taxation. 
and 


to make such investigation as may 
be practicable through 
printed re- 


ports and testimony of experts as to 
taxation reform in other states." 


The study of the budget system, 


it was admitted, is not directly pro- 
vided for in the act, but it was ar- 
gued that any system 
of taxation 


however well balanced would be in- 
adequate without a proper 
system 


for expenditure of people's money. 


,' The fact that the legislative visit- 
ing committee mentioned the budget 
system as a possible relief for the 
present unorganized method of ex- 
pending the state's money was ment- 
ioned by some as an indication that 
the 1915 legislature itself would look

.•The Prince of Wales, whose short 
g(>ld tipped Turkish cigarettes were 
well known to fellow army officers 
at-the beginning of the war, now 
finds consolation in a favorite brier 
pipe, in which he smokes a blend of 
Egyptian and Virginia tobacco. He 
does not prefer the Turkish. lie 
still smokes cigarettes occasionally, 
however. They are especially made 
and are a 
scant two inches 
long. 


This is because the Prince so often 
finds himself in situations in which 
smoking is not correct that half the 
cigarettes 
he smokes are 
barely 


lighted and thrown away.
